RIOT AT COLUMBIA COLLEGE.SOUTH CAR- 


OLINA.—South Carolina papers contain details 
of the recent terrible riot at Columbia College 
on the night of the )7th ult. A party of at»» 
dents who had a grudge against tho Chief of 
Police, made a murderous assault upon him in 
the street, badly injuring him. One of students 
had his skull split open. The Chief waa con-, 
vey ed by some of his friend* to tbe guard house 
when an attack waa aoou made by some Jf>L> 
students armed with clubs and putola. 


Tbe Chief was again badly beaten and stab- 


bed, and waa thrown out the second story win- 
dow. The alarm belt was rung and the citizens 
caiue together, when another conflict ensued. 
Six military companies were ordered out, and 
were afterwards stationed as guards, around tho 
gaurd house and jail. One of the students bus 
since died, and others are not expected to live. 
Bedell, the chief, is also said to be dead. 
The 


excitement was kept up till the 21»t, when the 
students were still threatening revenge, and 
being very active in procuring arms andatnmuN 
nition. Tbe Governor went to the College and 
demanded their arms, threatening to fire upon 
them, if they refused to deliver them. 


The students finally yielded, and quiet was 


restored. 


Letters from Columbia, dated the 3d hist., 


state that the troubles at the College in that 
place are not over yet, and the exercises are 
temporarily suspended. The students threat- 
ened to rebel unless the trustees returned the 
arms of tbe College cadets. The Government 
interposed and partially quieted them, but a 
few still bold out. A large number of students 
had left the college and the rest bad been sus- 
pended, so that 30 or 40 only retained their 
connection.
